DR EDWARD M BLAIKLOCK, 1921 ~ 1922, was on the staff of the 
University of Auckland 1927 to 1968; Professor Emeritus, 
Professor in Classics, Public Orator. Internationally known as 
a Biblical scholar, he has spoken in prominent pulpits in four 
continents. He is a prolific author: many books on Greek and 
Roman history and literature, editor of ‘Atlas of the Bible', 
author of works such as ‘Archaeology of the New Testament' and

MR MAURICE LARSEN, Christchurch Teachers College, 1946 - 1947, 
is Senior Lecturer in Music at Secondary Teachers College. 

In 1974 he studied comparative aspects of Music Education in the 
United States and Britain, and spent 1978 researching strategies 
and learning materials for a self-instructional music programme.
